Foster youth in Washoe County as a group have historically academically underperformed the

general population of high school students. The Walter S. Johnson Foundation, which has

funded grants in Washoe County previously, is awarding $300,000 total for 2 years to the

Department of Social Services for the purpose of providing enhanced educational guidance

and mentoring, tutoring, and related education supports. This is also a demonstration project;

the results of these interventions will be disseminated in the field of foster care and education.
